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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art US patent 6,693138 teaches a process for reducing carbon dioxide 
emissions from Fischer-Tropsch facility by reforming naphtha to produce a by-product 
hydrogen containing gas stream and feeding the hydrogen containing gas stream into 
the synthesis gas formation reactor to convert a portion of carbon dioxide in the feed 
stream into additional carbon monoxide by a reverse water gas shift reaction. However 
this reference neither teaches nor suggests recovering a hydrogen rich gas stream from 
at least one of the syngas and the by-product hydrogen-containing gas stream or 
combination thereof; and using a hydrogen rich fuel comprising the hydrogen rich gas 
stream and the unreacted gas in at least one furnace in the gas to liquid facility to 
reduce the carbon dioxide emissions generated by the facility.
